The Vote Standing 388 to 18—How the Parties Divided 
on the Issue—Mres. Garfield, Mrs. Polk and Mrs. 
Tyler on the Pension List — Mr. 
Hammond's Victory in the House. 


Wasnhinoton, February 3.—[Special.]—Col- 
onel Hammond to-day won a signal triumph 
in the house undcr the most disadvantageous 
circumstances. The ways and means com- 
mittee reported unanimously in favor of a 
bill torelieve the Reading railroad of $183,000, 
uten-per cent tax levied on pay certificates 
issued by that corporation, and realized as 
money. 

Mr. Kelly quietly said: “If there is no ob- 
jection, I move this bill pass.” 

The committee's report carried so much 
Weight thatin another minute the bill would 
have gone through, had not Mr. Hammond 
risen and said: 

Bt object.’’ 

This seemed to be bold defiance, butin a 
little while the gentleman from Georgia had 
trained his batteries, and literally rid- 
dling the bill. He showed that the company

Mr. Kelly was on his feet in a moment to 
declare that he had voted to relieve the Eagle 
and Phenix mills of a penalty for doing the 
same thing.

Mr. Kelly demanded 
the tallies and gotthem to bis heart’s content, 
for they declared that a hundred and nine 
had voted against the bill, and only forty-tive 
for it. The committee was completely routed, 

Mr. Hammond was lionized on the floor at 
once, and bere his honors well. Seldom have 
quick wit and firm will done go muchin the 
house. The speech could not have had such 
‘remarkable eilect if it had not been simply 
unanswerable. Itis no small thing to save 
the government a half million and kill a 
fraud at one stroke. This is what the gentle- 
man from the fifth has done.

THE BILL 

The following is a ful! text of the three per 

eent funding billas passed by the senute to- 
day: 


AS PASSED. 


it enacted, eic., That the secretary of the 
treasury is hereby authorized to receive at the 
treasury and atthe office of any assistant treasury 
of the United states, at any posial money order 
office, lawful money of the United Siates to the 
amount of fifty duollar-, orany multiple of that sum, 
or any bonds of the United States bear- 
ing 3'% per cent interest, which are 
hereby declared valid, and to issue in exchange 
therefor an equal amount of registered or coupou 
bonds of the United States of the denominations of 
$50, $100, $500, $1,000, $10,000, of such form as he 
may prescribe, bearing iuterest at the rate of 3 per 
cent per annuum, payable” either quarterly 
or semi-annually at the treasury of the 
United States. Such bonds shall be exempt 
from all taxation by or under State authority, and 
be payable at the treasury of the United States, 
provided that the bounds herein authorized shall 
not be culledin and paid; so long as any bonds of 
the United States heretuf ore issued, bearing a high- 
er rate of interest than three per cent, and which 
shall be redeemable at the pleasure of the United 
States, shall be outstanding and uncalled, The last 
of said bonds viizinalls issued and theirc substitutes 
under this act shall be first culled in, and this order 
of payment shall be followed tll all shall have beeu 

wid. the money deposited under this act shall 
Be promptly applied kOlely to the redemptior of 
bonds vl the United Staves bearing 3% per cent 
interest, and ihe aggregate. amovuut of deposits 
made and bouds issued under this xvi shalluot ex- 
eced the sum of $200,000,000, The amount of law- 
ful money so received on Gepositas aforesaid shall 
not exceed, at any time, the sum _ of $25,000,000 
Before any deposiis are received at any postal 
money order offfte under this act, the postinasiei 
at such oftices shail file with the secretary of 
the treasury his bond, with satisfactory security, 
eonuditioned that he will promptly trausmit to the 
trensurer of the Unites Slates the money received 
by him in couformity with the regulations to be 
prescribed by such secretary, and ihe deposit with 
any posupastershall pot at any time exceed the 
umount of his bond 

pec. 2. Any vational banking company now or- 
ganized, or hereaticr organized, desiring tu. with- 
draw its circulating notes upon deposit of lawful 
rooney with the treasury of the Uuited States, as 
provided in section, four ot the act _of 
Jue 20, Sv! entitled ‘‘an uct fixing 
the amount of United States notes providing fora 
redistribution of the national bank currency, and 
for ether purpuses,’’ sh.ll be required to give thirty 
days’ notice to the comptroller of Curreiucy of lbs 
intention to deposit lawful money and the with- 
drawal of its circulating notes, provided that not 
more than $5,000,000 of lawful movey shall 
be deposited during any calendar month for this 
purpose, and provides further, that the provisions 
of this section shall not apply to the bonds called 
for redemption by the secrtiary of the ek, 

section 3. That nothing in this act shall be so 
construed as to authorize an increase of the public 
debt. 

THE TREATY WASILINGTOWN. 

The joint resolution which the committee 
on foreign aifairs to-day directed reported to 
the house for printing and recommittal in 
regard to the treaty ot Washington requlests 
the president of the United States tu five 
notiee to Great Britain, provided for in article 
33 of the treaty of 1871, for the termination 
of the provisions of said treaty contained in 
articles 18 to 25 inclusive, and relating to the 
fisheries, and also to institute negotiations 
with Great Brituin by which after the termui- 
nation of the said provisions fishermen of this 
nation shail be restored to the rights and 
privileges formerly enjoyed by them.

The senate spent several hours in discuss- 
ing, without action, an order of business pro- 
posed by Mr. Anthony, extending the morn- 
ing hour until 1:30 o'clock, and applying the 
five-minute rule to debate, ete. 

On motion of Mr. Morrill, the house bill 
admitting free of duty goods in bond con- 
tributed for the relief of colored emigrants 
from the southern siates to Kansas Was pass- 
ed. 

At 6:50 o'clock the senate adjourned until 
Monday. 

THE HOUSE. 
The house proceeded to busines- on the call 
of conimittees for reports of a private charac- 
ter. 

After all the committees had been cailed 
the house went into commitiee of the whole 
on the private calendar (Mr. Dingley, of 
Maine, in the chair.) The first bill being one 
reported by Mr. Kelly, of Pennsylvania, trom 
the commitiee on ways and means, releasing 
the Philadelphia and Reading railroad com- 
pany from tay assessed on wages certificates 
heretofore issued by the company. ‘The 
bill gave rise to considerable debate 
which was opened by Hammond, of Georgia, 
in opposition. The amount issued was 340,- 
184,857, and the tax is $453,700. By a vote 
of 19 to 4 the bill was laid aside to be reported 
unfavorably. The committee then rose and 
the hill was reported back unfavorably and 
was Jaid on the table (that is defeated).

Another Aceount. 

CoLtumMbBraA, February 3.—[ Press.]—Senator 
Fishburne was released from jail Wednesday 
afternoon, giving his bond for $2,000to keep 
the peace. Yesterday he occupied his seat in 
the senate and spoke on the stock law. 

To-day the debate was renewed and Fish- 
burne was compelled to take his seat by Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Kennedy, president, on ac- 
count of being cut of orderin his remarks. 
When the senate adjourned Fishburne ap- 
proached the presiding officer and asserted 
that his rulings had been unfair to him. 
Kennedy replied: 

“Oh, no, bishburne,I treated you as I would 
have done any other senator.” 

fishburne responded, ‘You area damned 
liar.”’ 

Whereupon Kennedy siruck him. They 
were separated. Fishburne followed Kennedy 
up tue street cursing him, and finally over- 
tvok and struck at Kennedy with his stick. 
‘The blow was warded off by a.centleman with 
Kennedy and thé partics were separated. 
Fishburne bas been committed to jail 

The trouble originated several days since 
when in the course of a debate in the senate 
an altercation occurred between Senator Fish- 
burne and Senator A. T. Sieythe. The former 
characterized as false a statement made by 
the latter. A few sharp words followed. 
which were promptly checked by the presid- 
ing officer. Considerable excitement was oc-: 
easioned by the incident, especially when it 
was rumored that Fishburne had left the 
chamber with the purpose of attacking 
Smythe, and had sworn to cowhide him 
uniess he should make an apology. Mutual 
friends felt solicitous lest the quarre] should 
resuit ina personal rencontre, and they en- 
deavored to effect a reconciliation. Fish- 
burne placed himself in the hands of social 
friends, and promised to take ne steps in the 
matter Without their consent. As nothing 
further was said or done, and the two sena- 
miei iuce to face repeatedly, it was 
thought the difficulty was ended, and all ap- 
prehensions were allayed. 

Later, however, the trouble was renewed in 
the senate chamber, just at the close of the 
morning session, When Fishburne accosted 
Smythe, who wus sitting at his desk looking 
over papers. Fishburne, with considerable 
warmth, said: “Il demand a ecategurical an- 
swer to the question Whether or not you will 
Withdraw the remarks you addressed to me 
that ‘the gentleman from Calleten did 
not know what he was talking about?” 

Smythe replied, ‘What I said was in reply 
to remarks made by you.” 

Fishburne rejoined, ‘By the tricks of you 
lawyers I have been deprived of the right to 
seek satisfaction in the manner usual among 
gentlemen,” and he again insisted upon an 
e1pbatic reply to his demand for a retraction 
of the insulting language. 

Smythe repeated that what he had said was 
in the nature of a reply to Fishburne’s re- 
marks, and that he had nothing to retract. 

With vehement speech and dramatic man- 
ner Fishburne responded: **[ am determined 
to have an unevasive answer. Iam unarmed, 
but | will use brute force. You shali not 
leave this senate chamber without going over 
my dead body to-day. No Fishburne has 
ever brooked an insult; nobody has ever in- 
sulted a Fishburne with impunity. I tell 
you I willemploy brute force in compelling 
you to give me a categorical reply to my de- 
mand.”’ 

A combat, which seemed imminent, was 
prevented by the clerk of the senate, who in- 
terposed and begged the belligerents to re- 
frain from violence and to submit their case 
to a board of friends who would arbitrate the 
matter. This was agreed to by both parties. 
During the night Fishburne, while under the

influence of whisky, sought Smythe with the 
avowed purpose of killing him. Fortunately 
the two did not come togetner. Early 
in the morning both Fishburne and 
Smythe were arrested and taken before a trial 
justice on the affidavits of two other senators. 
A peace bond was fixed at $5,000 and the 
prisoners went out to secure bondsmen. In 
the meantime a party of gentlemen under- 
took tu adjust the matter amicably, and Fish- 
burne and Smythe agreed to abide by their 
decision.

He 
said in a crop of 6,000,000 bales of cotton the 
tarit! duty of thirty-five per cent raises the 
cost of ties twelve cents per bale, 
as is conceded by the Pennsylvania iron mar- 
ket. Then the extra cost of baling one year's 
crop is $720,000, and therefore the extra cost, 
miller 70 per cent duty which is now sought 
to be imposed by the McKinley bill pending 
in congress will be $1,440,000 on an annual 
crop of 6,000,000 bales of cotton. In the case 
of steel rails and tariff the professor showed 
that it cost about seven. dollars. extra 
for each rail of heavier’ pattern or 
$3,000 per mile extra for a single track—the 
road laid with steel rails. Farmers and 
planters pay this extra cost when they trans- 
port their produce and cotton from the prai- 
ries of the west and fields of the south toa 
place of export. Everyone helps to pay it 
who sepds a pound of freightor travelsa 
mile of the steel rails. 

Hon. H. I. Kimball, director general of the 
National cotton exposition, at Atlanta, read 
a paper on the results of the great exhibition. 
In his most sanguine moments he said he had 
not dreamed of such a grand composite dis: 
play of every southern industry and resources, 
ores, minerals and woods, which,

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AN EVENTFUL LIFE 


GOES OUT IN THE WATCHES OF 
THE NIGHT. 


Dr. N. L. Angier Found Dead in Bed—The Cause o 
His Death—Thé Funeral—An Eventiul Life 
Sketcheda by a Constitution Reporter—An 
Unsullied Record aad a Good Name. 


Dr. Needham L. Angier died suddenly at 
his home on Mitchell street yesterday morn- 
ing sometime between midnight and seven 
o'clock. It was not until near nine o’clock 
that he was known to be dead, as he had slept 
alone and had died during the night. 

On Thursday he was up and had a conver- 
sation with Dr. Willis F. Westmoreland rela- 
tive to a supposed case of asthma from which 
Dr. Angier had been suffering for some time. 
He was rather low-spirited, asked Dr. 
Westmoreland what he thought of his case. 
Dr. Westmoreland told him that unless he 
follawed a particular course of treatment he 


and 


would not live for two months. 

Thursday night Dr. Angier retired, and 
nothing more was heard of him until morn- 
ing. Mrs. Angier occupied an adjoining 
room, 

About 7 o'clock yesterday morning a ser 
vantentered Dr. Angier’s room for the purpose 
of lightinga fire. He noticed that Dr Angier 
was laying on his back, his han Js folded over 
his breast and was unusually quiet for a 
sleeping man. He approached him and made 
a close inspection, but thought he noticed Dr. 
Angier breathing. The servant then left.the 
room, but was not perfectly satisfied, and 
soon communicated the facts to Mrs. Angier. 
who went into the room, and on examination 
discovered that the doctor was really dead.

Dr. Angier’s death was caused by paralysis 
of the heart, but his recent illness was the re- 
sult of a severe drenching which he suffered 
while measuring a piece of land out on Me- 
Donough street about two years ago, we be- 
lieve. During hissickness Dr. Willis F. West- 
moreland was his attending physician. 

Dr. Angier was born in New Hampshire on 
the 10th of November, 1814. and was conse- 
quently in his sixty-eighth year. He was a 
men of commanding presence, and up to the 
time of his recent illness was the picture of 
health and vigor. He well known 


throughout Georgia, and had an acquaintance 
in many of the cities of the country. His 
life was a remarkable one in many respects 
and there was much in it that stamped him 
as an unusual man. 

He came to Georgia in the same year with 
Judge Hiram Warner, which was, we believe, 
about 1858 or 1840. He landed at Darien and 
soon after worked as a day laborer until he 
secured funds enough to carry him to Ran- 
dolph county where he was examined by a 
board of schoo] trustees and engaged as a 
teacher. He studied medicine during his 
spare moments and finally went on to Phila- 
delphia where he took a regular course and 
vyraduated. Here urned to Georgia and prac- 
ticed medicine in Favette and Clayton ceun- 
ties and soon after married Miss Lizzie Her- 
ring, daughter of the Hon. William Herring, 
one of the oldest citizens of DeKalb county. 

When the gold fever broke out he went to 
California, and was distinguished as chairman 
of a citizens’ vigilance committee, and it is 
doubiless true that many offenders against so- 
ciety met summary justice at his hands. 

He returnedto Atlanta, or, as it was then 
called, Marthasville, and resumed the prac- 
tice of medicine and also traded in real estate. 
This was in 1848, and was kept up until 1859, 
when Ke became interested in the political 
movement which resulted in the war. He 
was 2 member of a party known as co-opera- 
tionists, 

About that time a man named Choice killed 
aman named Webb, and public indignation 
run so high that an organized movement to 
Ivnech Choice was put on foot.

Dr. Angier stumped the state for Douglas 
and Johnson for president and vice-president 
and was opposed to secession. A yventleman 
said yesterday in speaking of him: 

“Angier opposed secession, but when he 
saw that he could not carry his puint be 
linked his fate with his state and became a 
warm southern rebel.”’ 

Aiterthe war he joined the party which 
fell heir to the spoils, and was among those 
who early succumbed to the changed order of 
things. He was elected to the constitutional 
convention of 1868 with Dr. Miller and Mr. 
John H. Flynn. The same party elected him 
state treasurer, Which position was his under 
the Bullock administration.

Their neighbors upon the north were the 
Pottowattomies, that warrior tribe so famous 
in the early struggles upon the border. 

Millions of acres of the tinest land ever tilled 
by men were theirs, but within fifty years 
treaties and trades have deprived them of ail 
except the few little farms which will soon 
pass from their possession forever.

THE RAILROAD MATTER. 

The committee appointed by the city coun- 
cil to examine the grades and _ profiles of the 
Cincinnati and Georgia road have made their 
report, and the mayor has, in accordance with 
resolutions passed by the council, addressed a 
letter to Major McCracken stating the facts, 
and the matter now is beyond all further con- 
troversy between the city council and the 
road, 

The mayor has done all in his power to 
bring about a proper settlement of this mat 
ter, and he deserves the thanks of our citizens.

THE REAL DIFFERENCE. 

The independent candidacy of Mr. Pou in 
the fourth district will raise an interesting 
issue. Mr. Albert Cox will unquestionably 
be a candidate on the same line. Either of 
these gentlemen can poll a consider. ble vote, 
and with both in the field neither can be 
elected. 

Now if the ideas on which the independent 
party is based are worth anything, they are 
worth success. It is very certain that they 
‘annot succeed if more than one advocate 
claims election under them. But the cardi- 
nal maxim of tue independents is that any 
man and every man has the right to run and 
that no disputing ambitions can be submitted 
to a convention.

The remedy for this as suggested by one of 
the independent leaders is that an “advisory 
“council” will beheld, and this council will 
decide which of the contesting candidates shall 
make the race. This is the only possible way 
out of thetrouble. To enlarge the example, 
if Dr. Felton desires to run for governor this 
is the only way in which General Gartrell can 
be withdrawn from the race, to which he has 
prior claims. If an advisory council is not 
held for the districts, for the state and for the 
counties, a multiplicity of independent candi- 
dates will render that cause ridiculous and 
its success impossible. But what is this “ad- 
visory council” that is proposed? It is 
simply the worst form of convention—a cau- 
cus of self-appointed bosses. A convention as 
held by the democratic party is representative 
in its character in part at least. Its delegates 
are elected by open ballot, and the people in 
their sovereign capacity usually instruct their 
delegates exactly what todo. A convention, 
therefore, represents the will of the people, as 
openly invited and openly expressed by 
ballot. The ‘advisory council” is simply a 
caucus of a few interested men that meet in 
a back room and fix up a slate to suit them- 
selves. One plan is that on which every great 
party that has ever existed has been con- 
ducted. The other is the plan by which 
bossism in a few cities has been perpetuated. 

The independents may say what they 


_ please, they cannot escape the fact that they 


must haye either a caucus or convention. 
There are more candidates than offices, and 
if left untrammelled they will crowd the 
track and defeat the very ends they claim to 


be trying to Serve. If they call a convention: 


a 
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they become “organized.” If they do not 
calla convention they must call another 
Markham house caucus, or “advisory coun- 
“cil.” All of which simply goes to show that 
in politics, as in business, religion and society, 
there is no great reform possible, no success 
attainable without organization. Call it what 
you may, there must be organization. We 
simply prefer that it shall come through a 
representative popular convention, rather 
than through a cancus of ‘‘bosses.”’

THE COALITION—ITS PLATFORM AND ITS 

RESULTS. 

In our casual and random comments yes- 
terday on Dr. Felton’s Augusta speech we 
alluded to one or two significant features to 
which it may be interesting to revert while 
the document is still fresh in the public mind. 
One remarkable feature—to plunge at once 
into the subject—is the utter absence of any 
apology, excuse, explanation or defense of 
the coalition which, through the efforts of 
General Longstreet, a stalwart republican, 
and by means of the Markham house caucus, 
about which so much has been said, has been 
effected between the independents on the 
one hand and the republican party on the 
other. While General Longstreet, whose in- 
timate connection with the administration 
has given bis movements a significance they 
would not otherwise possess, is understood to 
be the chief promoter of this coalition, it was 
not unnatural to suppose that Dr. Felton, as 
the author of the platform upon which the 
coalition was made, as well as by reason of 
his ability and influence. would be the leader. 
But we look in vain to his Augusta speech for 
any discussion or explanation of the objects 
of the coalition, or for any argument in favor 
of such a curious movement. 

And yet this coalition and its purposes have 
been widely heralded, It is given out by the 
president himself as the beginning of an 
effort to Mahoneize Georgia, to break down 
the democratic party in this state, and to add 
to the power of the republican party in con- 
By some mysterious influence the 
republicans who, a few months ago, were de- 
nouncing independentism ds a more danger- 
ous form of democracy than the original dis 
ease, have now formally announced through 
the ofticial resolutions of theirstate committee 
that they are anxious toslip up and take 
back seats upon Dr. Felton’s platform. Now, 
without pursuing what Mr. Emerson calls 
“the superlative’ into the regions of the pic- 
turesque, we may safely say that all these 
changes and counter-changes—all these inade- 
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quately explained political movements are 
exceedingly interesting to the people of Geor- 
gia. They are all perfectly familiar to Dr. 
Felton. Why, therefore, did he avoid all 
allusion to the coalition in his Augusta 
speech? There is nothing sinister in this 
query. We are led to it naturally and inevita- 
bly by the course of events. Nor is thisall. The 
same course of events, the same significant 
omission from his speech, also leads us to in- 
quire whether Dr. Felton has not made up 
his mind to ignore, and so attempt to escape, 
the fatal environment into which (through 
General Longstreet) he has been led by the 
craftiest politician of our time—the man who 
now occupies the white house? 


Another significant feature of the speech is 
the tremendous disproportion between the 
issues which Dr. Felton formulates and the 
objects which he would attain. He is seeking, 
it will be remembered, for an excuse upon 
which to base his attempt to destroy the dem- 
ocratic party. Itis not to be denied that he 
musters forth a long array of reasons and ex- 
cuses, but how insignificant—how lacking in 
vitality—they are when compared with the 
purpose of his crusade! Let us run briefly 
over these. He denounces sectionalism, par- 
tisanship and intolerance, and his arguments 
are taken from the editorial protests in Ture 
CONSTITUTION, a representative democratic 
newspaper. He denounces conventions; but 
if conventions have been manipulated, who 
are to blame but the people #hemselves? 
There isno objection on the part of demo- 
crats to primary elections, The fact that 
the people have allowed politicians t 
manipulate conventions is no_ reason 
why the democratic party should be 
destroyed. He is willing that the poll- 
tax, which, he declares, is now sacredly devo- 
ted to the support of free schools, should be 
collected for one year preceding an election, 
but not forseveral years. Surely this is a ques- 
tion for consideration and discussion, and 
not an issue to destroy the democratic party. 
He declares for a free ballot and a fair count, 
and demands equal and exact justice for the 
colored man. THe CoNsTITUTION is several 
years ahead of Dr. Felton in this, and, so far 
as we know, there is not a democrat in Geor- 
gia who does not heartily subscribe to every- 
thing that can be said in favor of securing to 
the negroall his rights as a citizen, and pro- 
tecting him in the enjoyment thereof. - It 
would be untimely to destroy the democratic 
party until it has fully carried ont its pro- 
gramme for the education of the colored peo- 
ple. Dr. Felton says he is in favor of an hon- 
orable payment of all honest debts, which is 
sound democratic doctrine; that he is op. 
posed to paying the bogus bonds which Geor- 
gia has buried by constitutional provision, 
and we do not know of a democrat 
that will lift a dissenting voice. So 
with his financial views, to which in the 
main, the great mass of Georgia democrats 
will subscribe without destroying their party. 
So with his views on the revenue laws. Every- 
body will agree that these ought to be repealed 
as soon asitissate to doso. As to the tariff, 
why democrats can discuss the tariff without 
destroying the democratic party. We know 
of no democrat or element of democracy in 
Georgia that is in favor of rushing the country 
into a wild free trade experiment. So with 
public schools. Here Dr. Felton again makes 
the position of Taz Constitvtion his own. 

This brings us to Dr. Felton’s arraignment 
of the chain-gang system, which is a very 
earnest one. . But certainly Dr. Felton has no 
idea that the democratic party will be de- 
Stroyed bya discussion of the evils of this 
system. It isa republican system. It is one 
of the last relics of republican rule in Geor- 
gia. It has not been swept away because 
the question which it involves is a very 
clumsy one for a legislature to deal with. 
The greatest abuses connected with it grow 
out of the miserable inefficiency of our whole 
punitive system. There is neverany doubt 
as to the duty of juries, but the judiciary is at 
the mercy of achaotic code. The discussion 
of this grave question is not a proper one for 


the stump, but we would be glad to see Dr. 
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Felton elaborate his proposition that the state 
take charge of its own convicts and work 
them. > 

We have endeavored to review Dr. Felton’s 
speech with perfect impartiality. It is a de- 
fense and explanation of his platform, and it 
is worthy the serious attention Which we have 
devoted toit. Our conclusion is that it is not 
adapted tg its purpose—which is the destruc- 
tion of the democratic party. lor 
the most part, as we have shown, it is in 
accord with the views of the demo- 
cratic party. Thatis to say, it contains no 
issue upon which the party can afford to 
divide. Looking at it in this light, we are 
glad that circumstances have compelled the 
republicans of Geurgia to accept a platform 
prepared by one who. declares himself to be a 
genuine Jeffersonian democrat It will be the 
means of purging then of many wretched 
heresies connected with honest government. 
We would be glad to see every republi- 
can office-holder in the state hasten to place 
himself on Dr. Felton’splatform. It compels 
them to indorse democracy; and, whatever 
Mr. Arthur may have intended by his coali- 
tion, it is the quickest and easiest method of 
reforming a lotof dishonest politicians that 
has ever been invented. 
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THe stalwarts have too much business on hand to 
pay any attention to the sentimental notions of the 
people; but really Mr. Arthur ought to issuea 
proclamation informing his faction that it is going 
alittle toofar when it exhumes the remains of 
Garfield in order to attack Blaine.

A REAL ROMANCE IN THE REAR 
CAR. 


AlLa¢y on Her Way to Her Own Wedding, Snow. 
bound and Unable to Proceod— How the Weary 
Days Were Passed—Baked Apples and 
Biscuit as the Bill of Fare.

1 don’t mind telling you about an incident 
eonnected with one of those snow blockades. 
I didn’t thirik much of itat the time, but 
I've since thought it worth remembering. 
One day [ found myselfat Smethport, the 
county scat of McKean county, Penn., wait- 
ing fora train to Bradford. The only train I 
could get was on the Bradford, Bordell and 
Kinzua railroad, and as business was some- 
what pressing, | had to go. It had been 
snowing steadily for some hours when I went 
to the station late in the afternoon, and I had 
fears thatthe train might not get through to 
Bradford before moruing, for the road runs 
through a mountain forest all the way, and 
there are some pretty steep grades, a few 
miles out. Well, as I couldn’t do any better, 
{ determined to run the risk. There were 
only a few passengers, all of them oil men but 
one, and that one a young lady. She sat 
alone in the ladies’ car, for the men wanted 
to smoke and so kept themselves in the 
smoker. There were only two passenger 


cars, a baggage car and an engine in the whole 


train, for you see a narrow-gauge engine can’t 
drag very many cars up the side of a moun- 
tain. Well, down in the valley, where the 
road was level, we made good headway, but 
ag sOOnN as we got into the woods and struck 
the first grade we crept along like asnail. It 
begun to snow -harder than ever, and such 
snow [ never saw before. » aM down 
in flakes as large as an egg ahd as soft as 
feathers—just the kind of snow to stick and 
block things. I was beginning to wish I 
hadn't started when I felt the train come toa 
stand-still. The railroad men began to swear 
and the engineer tried to go ahead. The train 
jerked, and jostled, and dragged itself a hun- 
dred yards up the grade, and came to a stand- 
still. The train men and the oilmen held a 
council and decided to run back to Smeth- 
port, but that was easier talked about than 
aveomplished. «she rear car hadn't been 
backed 300 feet before it ran off the track, 
and there we were. We couldn't go ahead 
and we couldn't go back. We couldn't tele- 
graph for help because we hadn't an instru- 
ment,and even if we had,the wires were al- 
ready broken with the weight of snow and 
falling limbs of trees. 

By the time we came to a siand-still for 
good it was pitch dark and _ still snowing as 
though all Greenland had moved down on us. 
There was nothing to do but to sit down and 
Wait for morning, We pulled up the seats 
and made beds of them and were about to 
make ourselves comfortable for the night 
when ‘Judge’ Cowan, a driller, jumped up 
with a half yell. ‘‘Well,” said he, ‘“‘we're 
selfish wretches—going to bed here and never 
once thinking of the woman alone in the 
other car.” With that he bolts through the 
door and goes into the othercar. The young 
lady was in there in the dar’, the trainmen 
even having forgotten to light the lamps. 
The minute the judge came through 
the door she calls out, “‘How long before the 
train will get to Bradford, conduetor?” 
*‘Madame,”’ says he, ‘I’m not the conductor, 
and I cameintosay that we're stuck fast in 
the snow, and will have to stay here all night 
and perhaps longer.’’ With that she givesa 
little gasp of disappointment, and preety 
had a little cry all to herself while the judge 
was lighting the lamps. You see, she had 
come all the way trom some easiern city— 
Philadelphia, [ think—to meet her lover, and 
by the delay of a snuw blockade she might 
muiss her wedding day. When the truth was 
known the boys were sorry enough and would 
have done anything in their power to help 
her out of the difficulty, but what coulda

After her first disappointment the young 
tady was brave enough and was not at all 
afraid of staying in the carall night, provided 
there was a fire, so that she could keep warm. 
The judge said he guessed he could fix things 
up comfortable, and went to work making a 
bed out of the seat-cushions and three or four 
overcoats borrowed from the men. By the 
time he got things in shape he had learned 
that her lover was an old friend of his, From 
that minute the judge took her under his 
own special protection and relieved the qpn- 
ductor of the responsibility of her safe arrival 
in Bradford.

Before morning the cars were half covered 
under, and by daylight one side of the train 
was outofsight. You see we were ina lx 
with no hopes of geting out. 

Along toward 9 o'clock in the morning the 
young lady woke up and asked how soon the 
train would get through, and the judge, who 
had made a careful survey of the surround- 
ings every half hour since the night before, 
answered in a good natured way that the 
train might be delayed a week for all he 
could see at that time.

and toasted biscuit. It snowed all! day and 
nobody left the cars. At night the judge ap- 
pointed a relay of men to keep the fires going 
and to gauge the weather every half hour, he 
himself taking the first watch. During the 
night it stopped snowing, and truly, and it 
was high time, for it seemed as though the 
whole stock of snow had been exhausted. In 
the morning we had a sumptuous breakfast 
of apples and biscuit. The more impatient 
of the men, seeing that the snow had ceased 
falling, made an endeavor to beat a path up 
the track, but they might as well have stayed 
in the ears. In the afternoon they tried again, 
and, the snow being somewhat settled, they 
succeeded in getting some little distance from 
the train. , 
You, being a city man, would naturally ask 


“why we didn’t get out and walk back to 


Smethport, but when I tell you that the 
snow was neck high to a tall man and as soft 


_as feathers you will not wonder that we were 


helpless. Wecould do nothing but go back 
to our fires and baked apples for the third 
night. The men sat up half the nightin 
their car discussing a way of escape. Stranger, 
I am proud to say that notasingle man 
thought -of himself >it was all for the young 
lady. We could see that she took the impris- 
onment and the delay very much to heart, 
although she never uttered a word of com- 
plaint. It was mighty hard to think of her 
shut up there in a snow bank when she should 
be attending her own wedding, and the boys 


felt nearly as bad about it as she did. 


In the morning the judge made the impor- 
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tant discovery that the provisions had given 
out. Being healthy men, we bad made short 
work of the apples and tlie biscuits. There 
was just enough for breakfast and dinner for 
the young lady. The men were terribly hun- 
gry when this became known. It is amusing 
to think of the melancholy manner in which 
they wandered around the baggage car, pry- 
ing Into every corner, ransacking the boxes 
and overhauling the barrels. It wasn’t at all 
funny ¢hen, but was a thing of remarkable 
seriousness. By dinner time the men de- 
clared themselves half starved, but there was 
nothing to eat. The day was spent in look- 
ing outat the blankness of the snow and in 

trying to beata path away from the train. 

Night came, and the men went hungry to 
bed. There were the most discordant grum- 
blings among them until the judge came in 

and said that the young lady had eaten 

the last half biseuit for supper, and 

then they forgot their own -hunger in 

genuine pity for her, Even a hungry man 

will sleep, and the little party never awoke 

until the cold, gray dawn was creeping in 

through the car windows. The judge was 

nowhere to be found.

There were 

no tracks leading away from the train, for the 

simple reason that the drifting snow during 

the night had covered everything from sight.

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JEW-BAITINGIN RUSSIA. 


florrible and Barbarous Treatment of an Unfortunate 
People. 
New York Tribune. 

The minute accounts published in London 
of the persecution of the Hebrews in Russia 
cannot fail to excite the compassion and in- 
dignation of the English-speaking world. 
The Pall Mall Gazette has given startling em- 
phasis to the meager referen:es made in the 
officially revised dispatches from St. Peters- 
burg to the riotous disturbances of the last 
nine months, and its scathing invectives are 
fully justified by the details furnished by a 
correspondent of the Times (London). It 
“eee most hideous record ol 
rapine, lust and inhumanity. If the 
Turkish butchers in Bulgaria were more 
bloodthirsty and barbarous, the Russian mobs 
areevely whit as cruel and debased, swayed 
as they have been by a passionate hatred of 
the Jews which is distinctively medieval in 
spirit. Moreover the authorities have not 
only been wholly as supine as the Turkish 
vovernment, but they have openly abetted 
and officially justified these hatctul and fren- 
zied outbreaks of savagery and fanaticism. 
The signal for these atrocities Was given a 
lew weeks after the assassination of the czar. 
At Elizabethgmid, a4 town in South Russia, 
where the Jewish community formed at least 
a third of the population, a mob, having 
sacked a wine shop and become inflamed 
with liquor, attacked the synagogue. For 
forty-eight hours the rioters remained in 
possession of the Jewish quarter, the soldiers 
who were culled out to suppress the revolt 
jvining heartily in the work of destruction, 
pillave andlust. As many as one hundred 
shops and warehouses and five hundred 
houses were demolished, the losses of the vice 
tims being estimated at $1,500,000. This was 
the first outbreak. It was followed in a week 
by riots in Smielo and Kieff, where the troops 
and police again supported the mob, partici- 
pating fully in this double assault upon 
property and virtue. At Kieif the attuck was 
deliberately nnounced in advance, and when 
the governor was called upon to protect 
twenty thousand Tlebrew residents of the 
cily, he refused to give his 
soldiers anv troubie “for the sake 
of a pack of Jews.”” Tire consequence was 
that two thousand of the hated race were left 
without shelter. and in the sight of husbands 
and fathers married women and young girls 
were made the victitns of the most brutal 
assaults. From this time until the end of the 
year there was scarcely a town in southern 
and southwestern Russia where similar scenes 
were notenacted. As many as one hundred 
and sixty villages and towns were at different 
times during eight months at the mercy of a 
besotted rabble. “Lhe frenzy spread from 
town to country until it reached tie pettiest 
hainlet where there was asingle Jew with a 


little ready money to lend. It finally 
flamed out in the ancient capital dur- 
ing Christmas week, when an alarm 


of fire was raised simultaneously in two syna- 
gogues, and a thousand bouses and shops 
were plundered and destroyed. Space will 
not permit us to illustrate adequately the cru- 
elties and indignities towhich these wretched 
Victims of persecution were exposed, much 
less to catalogue the horrors by naming the 
places and reckoning the losses in life and 
property that were sustained. Many of the 
incidents are heartrending and _ revolting. 
We read of a heartless mob breaking into a 
house, and finding neither Jewesses nor trease 
ure {n the empty rooms, sullenly wreaking its 
disappointment on a baby, which is hurled 
out of a window and falls dead at the feet of 
a platoon of Cossacks. Then follows a recital 
of an attack upon a Jewish congregation, the 
women who escaped a worse fate in the syna- 
gogue being driven into the river and forced 
to drown themselves. A mob admitted toa 
Hebrew inn-kKeeper’s wine. cellars ends by 
cutting the throats of his wife and six 
daughters; a child crouching in a ditch sees a 
band of rufiians murder its mother and set 
fire to the house; an inn-keeper is cooped in 
one of his empty wine barrels and cast into 
the Dneiper; men, women and children are 
roasted alive; a tatuer defending his daugh- 
ter from stairway to roof is hurled to the 
pavement; and women who have been 
envious of the silks and sat- 
ins Which wealthy Jewesses have 
flaunted before their eyes outrival the hags of 
the Paris commune in malevolence and 
shamelessness. Ina thousand ways the ven- 
yeance ot an ignorant peasantry and a de- 
based populace has been wreaked without re- 
gard to aze or sex, until thousands on thou- 
sands of households have been reduced to 
shame und beggary. The Russian authorities 
have, in almost every instance, openly en- 
couraged the rioters,and have only inter- 
vened with any energy when the riot was 
three days old and the mob had ex- 
hausted its resources of wanton cruelty 
and barbarous atrocity. The attacks have 
invariably been planned’ in - advance, 
Saints’ day and Sundays being j,enerally 
chosen, and wooden crosses being sometimes 
erected before the doors of Christiansas a sign 
that they could be spared. The Jews have 
known when they were to be persecuted, and 
have begged for military aid, but it was never 
granted. Many of the mobs have believed 
that the government had handed over the 
property of the Jews to the impoverished 
classes, and that the movement had received 
the sanction of an imperial ukase. This 
shameless apathy of the local and imperial 
authorities is the most disheartening feature 
of this relapse into medieval Jew-baiting.
